ceived charged today. 


Messages from all sections of the 


country protested vigorously against 
the special taxes tentatively agreed 
upon 
by 
the republicans 
of the 


house ways and means-'committee to 
provide funds for the bonus. 


A definite agreement on the spec- 


ial taxes designed to raise three 
hundred million dollars of the three1 


hundred 
and fifty million dollars 


:i year needed for the bonus, was 
reached today by the sub committee 
of republicans of the house ways 
and irieans committee. 


A tax of one cent a gallon on 


gasoline, a tax on automobiles, pos- 
sibly 'twenty-live cents for each 
horsepower, a tax of five cents for 
every ten dollars involved in 
real 


estate transaction; increased tax on 
theatre admissions over twenty-five 
cents, a tax of fifty cents a thous- 
and on cigarettes and two cents on 
dllier tobacco, 
and 
small tax on 


legal documents, are provided. 


An increase in the inheritance tax 


is favored by several on the sub- 
committee for providing ihe rest of 
the bonus money. 
A proposal for 


n tax on luuik checks iind parcel! 
post rates be increased was discard- 
ed liy the committee as impractic- 
able. 


The taxes selected by ihe 
sub 


committee will be submitted to the 
full republican ways 
and 
means 


commit/lee tomorrow for their ap- 
proval and then taken to the sen- 
ate finance committee and finally to 
President Harding before they a-re 
definitely adopted. 


The fanners are complaining be- 


cause of the tax of one cent on a 
gallon of gasoline. A score of farm 
organizations denounced such a tax, 
contending it shoved 
the 
farmer 


farther into the rut by making op- 
eration of farm tractors and other 
machinery more expensive. 


Protests are 
coming in against 


the lax on tobacco, mostly 
from 


dealers thus far. 
Banks protested 


the proposition of one cent tax on 
each bank check, claiming it would 
keep small amounts out of the bank.

Attorney Representing Cities Say it 


Would Not Permit Cities to 


. Buy Properties. 


LESH HEARS THE ARGUMENT 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 10—Legal- 


ity of the merger of seven utilities 
into the^ Indiana. Electric corporation 
was attacked before the public ser- 
vice commission today. 


Attorneys repesentmg the cities 


opposed to the merger declared the 
order of .the commission 'authorizing 
the merger is invalid because in ef- 
fect the provisions carried out in it 
would not permit the city to buy the 
utility. 


Taylor 
Groninger, 
corporation 


counsel for the city of Indianapolis, 
said it would be impossible for the 
city to buy the Merchants Heat and 
Light Company, a part of the merger, 
because the commission authorizes 
the placing of a blanket mortgage on 
all 'of the seven properties. 


All members of the commission and 


Attorney General U. iS. Lesh heard 
the arguments. Lesh has been asked 
to rule on whether the committee is 
empowered to reopen the case. Com- 
missioner Barnard said he did not 
believe the commission would issue 
an order which would prevent a city 
from buying a utility. Fred B. John- 
son, repesenting the -city of Kokomo, 
said such an order could be issued 
but it. would be invalid

given out a statement, showing that 
more liberal deductions are' allowed 
farmers this year in computing their 
net income for the.internal revenue 
tax. 


All necessary expenses incurred 


during the year 1921 in the opera- 
tion of a farm as a business enter- 
prise^ are deductible items. 
These 


nclude harvesting and marketing of 
crops and the cost of seed and fer- 
tilizer used. Amounts expended for 
the cost of feed for live stock may 
DC claimed but the value of a far- 
mer's own products used for 
such 


purposes is. not a deductible item. 
The farmer may deduct the cost of 
Harm tools used up in the course of 
a year, 
wages paid to employees 


(other than domestic servants) arid 
rent paid for farm lands and build- 
ings (other than the dwelling) cost 
of repairs to fences and to wagons 
and machinery, also bills paid 
for 


horseshoeing, stock powders, rock 
salt, veiterinary service, insurance 
(except on the dwelling) 
gasoline 


for 
operating power and sundry 


minor expenses. 


The cost of farm machinery of a 


permanent character, 
such as a 


threshing machine or tractor 
and 


extensive repairs to farm buildings, 
such as placing a new roof on the 
barn, '' are not deductible expenses. 
These are regarded as capital in- 
vestments, made for the purpose of 
improving the property and enhanc- 
ing its value. Amounts expended in 
the deveolpments of farms, orchards 
and ranches prior to the time when 
the productive 
state was reached, 


may be regarded as investments of 
capital, also amounts expended for 
the purchase of breeding or dairy 
animals. The purchase price of an 
automobile, even when wholly used 
in carrying on fanning operations, 
is not deductible, but is regarded as 
an investment of capital. The cost 
of gasoline, repairs and upkeep of 
an automobile if used wholly in the 
business of fanning, is deductible as 
an expense; if used partly for busi- 
ness purposes and partly for 
the 


pleasure or convenience of the tax- 
payer or his family, such cost may 
be apportioned according to the ex- 
tent of- such use. Only the propor- 
tion of cost attributable to business 
is deductible as a necessary expense.

assessment "of real estate at its true

was the cost of hog production. A 
report on the actual cost of produc- 
ing hogs, as experienced by a mem- 
ber of the association, was read. It 
was pointed out that it -was very 
essential that each farmer should 
keep an account of the cost of pro- 
ducing his hogs.

sent is from 30 to 40 percent, above 
its true cash value, which is . con- 
trary to the letter and spirit of Jhe 
tax law, namely all property both 
real and personal shall be appraised 
at. its true cash value for taxation.

Provision Must Be Made in Severe 


Weather for Animal Food and 


Succulence—Essential for 


Production of Eggs. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
ot Agriculture.) 


During the summer months the farm- 


er's flock balances its ration of grain 
and seeds with bugs, worms, and green 
stuff, and the farmer need not worry 
about egg production if his fowls have 
been well culled. But winter feeding re- 
quires that provision be made to supply 
the deficiency of animal feed and succu- 
lence. The absence of these essentials to 
good egg production is responsible in 
large degree for the falling off in yield 
during cold weather. 
j Animal food, or other feeds rich in 
protein, ,'may be easily supplied on 
most farms, particularly where skim 
milk or 'buttermilk is available. The 
liking of hens for these dairy by-prod- 
ucts is a good indication of the need 
for what they contain. Meat scrap is 
another excellent protein feed that 
has become standard in-poultry rations. 
Clover and alfalfa leaves provide a 
combination of'protein feed and green 
stuff. 
Often enough of them may he 


swept up from the barn floor where 
' the hay is handled. A good way to 
prepare them for the flock is to pour 
boiling water over them, cover the 
container and let them steam for a 
time, when they will be ready to feed 
alone or in a mash. 


Sprouted "oats has become one of the 


best-known providers of succulence in 
winter. Plans for making sprouters may 
be obtained from the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Mangels and 
cabbage, as well as many other vegeta- 
bles, are appreciated by the hens. 


In general, winter feeding is much the 


same as summer feeding. On the gov- 
ernment poultry farms the same rations 
are used in summer and winter. Of 
course, in summer it Is unnecessary to 
feed succulent feed when the birds 
have range and are able to get plenty 
of grass, alfalfa, or similar feed. The 
farmer's flock, however, is an excep- 
tion to this rule, as in many cases 
there is enough waste grain, seeds, 
etc., In summer to supply much of the 
feed required.

"We have used up our forests with- 


out growing new ones," says the re- 
port.

problem is idle forest land. The 
United States contains 
326,000,000 


acres of cut-over or denuded forest 
containing no new timber; 81,000,000 
acres of this amount have been com- 
pletely devastated by forest fires and 
methods of cutting which destroy or 
prevent new^timber growth. 


"The area 'of idle or largely idle 


land is being increased by from 3,000,- 
000 to 4,000,000 acres annually'as the 
cutting and burning of forests con- 
tinues."

Ing on the high cost of lumber, which 
during the year reached a prohibitive 
ligure for many uses and checked the 
building of homes which is so urgent- 
ly needed."
